TbQ city of Saratov (N 51-34# E 46»02)j, m the ri^t hank of the Volga River 
in Saratovsheya dhlast^ RSPSR, ohiOut 35 to long and five to wide at its 
widest point. !I!he terrain northwest of the city ^lao hilly and forested. In 
the northeast it was level fertile land and to the sgutht^sl^ rolling to level. 
Ihe city iTos predcraliiantly industrial, having the folloi/iag large plants:
